Walker, Minn., Out. 8—[Special]— 


Gen. Bacon and his force moved to the 
agency this morning, where he will 
await developments. A coUncil meeting 
is being held this afternoon. The Bear 


• Island Indians refuse to attend. They 


say they will die before they quit fight 
ing. 
The situation is full of uncertain- 


ty. 
That Gen. Bacon fears trouble is 


shown by his order closing all saloons. 
Threats to lynch the men who are trad- 
ing guns to the Indians have been made. 


At the council held yesterday, a de- 


mand was made for the surrender of. the 
Indians who participated in the Bear 
Island battle. 
In case surrender is re- 


fused. Marshal O'Connor will go sifter 
them, backed up by the troops. 
No 


one doubts'that more blood will be shed. 


It is likely that the Bear Islanders 


will be joined by other renegades, and 
make tilings lively for several montlis. 


The Indians are strongly of the im- 


pression that they were victorious in the 
righting, and had' a dance in- honor of 
the victory last night. 
General Bacon 


said this morning that he was satisfied 
with his present force, and is confident 
he can subdue the Indians. Unless they 
surrender soon, they will invade Bear 
Island and either capture or kill them.

So far as known the Chip- 
pewas have developed a great hatred of 
the whites, and the Indians are dis- 
posed to fight unless they get conces- 
sions as to the cutting of pine on the 
lands in that neighborhood. They in- 
sist that the whites are charging them 
so much for inspection that they can- 
not make a living cutting it.

militia, as the Thirteenth regiment is

Sleade, Pa., and the Twelfth and Four- 
teenth regiments have just been mus- 
tered out. The state's chief has done 
the next best thing by ordering bat- 
teries A and B. Minnesota artillery, to 
go at once to Walker. These two bat- 
teries- will be equipped for their trip 
"to the Indian country with two Catling 
guns, two 32-inch rifles, 75 carbines, 
100 Springfield rifles and 3,000 rounds 
of ammunition. 
They will be com- 


manded by Capts. Bennett of Minneap- 
olis and Avery of St. Paul. 


There is something of a panic 
in 


most of the small settlements near 
Walker, that being the center of the 
Leech Lake district, and the men in 
the lumber camps in that vicinity have 
quit work and are either in or on their 
•way to Walker. The teachers in the 
Indian schools and others about the 
agency have also thought it well to 
change their location for the present.

Bacon, who had made arrange- 


ments to return to St. Paul at once, 
•will remain at Walker with his men. 
Armed men are on guard in the out- 
-skirts of Walker, and while the vil- 
lage is considered safe from 
attack, 


the 215 soldiers who are there will re- 
main.

skins. Steps will be taken to have an 
investigation made with a view to fix- 
ing the responsibility among the In- 
dians for their stand against the gov- 
ernment.

last month. Mr. Kustor joined 'the Six- 
teenth Infantry at St. Louis. 


On the morning of .Tune 29. hist com- 


pany was ordered aboard the transport 
(it Tampa, and that same day thev sailed 
for Cuba.

Ten days and eleven nights on the 


ocean brought them in sight ot Cuban 
land in front of the town of Siboney. 
That same day they made a landing. 
and were only' too glad to light Spar, - 
iards in preference to staying aboard 
that transport which was nothing more 
than a cattle freighter. 


The food consisted of canned beef, to- 


matoes, and bonus and plenty of hard 
tack. 


Soon after landing the Sixteenth was 


marched a mile into the interior and 
there they camped till the next day in a 
banana grove.

and low. for bananas but he found none. 


The next day they were marched 
to 


the shore and then assisted in unload- 
ing.
